F 
men  would  $Mve  guessed  that  eonditb 
were  as  bad  h*  these  figures  show.  Anotl 
side  of  the  problem  which  these  figures 
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not  indicate  is  the  fact  that,  as  a rule,  fully 
two-thirds  of  the  members  in  the  contribut- 
ing churches  do  not  give  anything  to  for- 
eign missions.  The  ideal  is  a contribution 
from  every  church  and  from  all  the  mem- 
bers from  every  church.  This  shoulj  be- 
come the  motto  throughout  our  entire  ter- 
ritory. ^ It  will  take  hard  and  persistent 
work  aind  long  training  to  reach  this  ideal, 
but  that  should  not  deter  us  from  the  effort 
to  reach  it. 

The  important  question  now,  however  is 
this:  “How  can  the  number  of  the  nou- 
contributing  churches  and  n...n»ers  be  ma- 
terially (reduced  between  now  and  the  last 
of  April!  Two  or  three  simple  sugges 
tions  if  carried  out  will  prove  quite  suc- 
cessful. 

1.  Leit  every  pastor  and  church,  if  it  has 
not  already  done  it,  appoint  a strong  mis- 
sionary committee  and  let  that  committee 
with  the  directions  and  the  co-operation  of 
the  jiastor  make  a personal  canvass  of  the 
church,  necking  the  contribution  however 
small  it  may  be  from  every  member.  Often 
times  people  would  give  but  they  feel  that 
because  their  contribution  ts  necessarily 
small  it  is  scarccely  worth  while  to  make 
it,  but  let  the  watch-word  througnout  the 
church  be  “something  from  every  one.” 
One  pastor  in  Virginia  says  that  90  per 
cent  of  the  members  of  h's  church  already 
make  contributions  to  foreign  missions, 
and  he  is  earnestly  endeavoring  to  get  thu 
other  10  per  cent  to  give  something  this 
year.  It  can  be  done,  and  it  is  well  worth 
the  effor^  of  each  pastor  and  church. 

2.  Let  those  who  arc  interested  in  the 
great  wogk  of  foreign  nrssions,  whether 
pastor  or  layman,  go  carefully  through  the 
minutes  of  their  own  association  and  note 
the  churches  which  did  not  give  anything 
last  year;  then  let  there  be  a loving  persis- 
tent effort  to  reach  these  churches.  Let  the 
friends  of  the  cause  come  in  touch  with 
the  pastor,  either  personally  or  by  letter, 
and  let  the  effort  be  made  to  create  a sen- 
timent among  the  churches  of  having  some 
contribution,  however  small  from  every 
member  and  every  church.  There  is  still 
time  to  hold  many  missionary  rallies  among 
the  churches  of  every  association,  and  these  * 
may  be  used  effectively  for  arousing  the 
sentiment  of  someth'ng  from  everyone 
among  the  churclics.  There  arc  many  pas- 
tors in  the  towns  or,  cities  who  find  it  ex-  l 
ceedinglv  helpful  to  go  out  to  the  country  I 
churches  and  speak  to  them  at  their  Satur-  i 
day  meetings.  There  are  many  ways  in 
which  those  who  love  the  cause  can  labor  I 
for  the  nextrsix  weeks  ih  the  effort  to  get  1 
a contribution  from  every  church.  * 

3.  Wfiepever  the  church  has  a Sunday  ' 
School  that  is  one  pf  the  best  places  to  make 
an  effort  for  contribut’Ons.  The  Sunday  I 
School  may  not  be  able  to  do  much,  and  yet  T 
if  the  effort  is  fmade,  it  is  often  surprising 
how  much  can  be  raised  in  the  Sunday 
School.  The  lesson  for  the  last  Sunday  in 
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J March  is  a missionary  lesson,  and  it  ought 
t-  to  be  possible  to  secure  a good  contribu 
tion  from  every  Sunday  School  on  that  day. 
u Many  other  plans  will  suggest  things  to 
i-  one  who  tnoroughly  considers  the  situation, 
(-  -.  and  who  is  anxious  to  remedy  the  great- 
- lack  among  our  people.  Let  the  rallying 
t cry  everywhere  become  .“something  from 
> every  church  and  something  from  every  iu- 
t dividual  in  the  church  for  a world  wide 
evangelization.

A recent  telegram  from  the  Board  gives 
the  receipts  from  Mississippi  up  to  March

‘ that  $1,000  more  was  contributed  by  Missis- 
sippi for  evangelism  last  year,  than  this. 

1 his  will  make  our  regular  offering  sever- 
al hundred  dollars  ahead  of  last  year  up  to 
the  present.  If  we  add  to  these  figures  sev- 
eral thousand  dollars  given  by  the  churches 
where  Bro.

this  statement  was  made,  it  will  give  us  a 
fine  increase  over  last  year.

M’ticti  everybody  thought  that  Smith 
would  |>e  declared  a lunatic  or  discharged, 
Smith  got  a life  term  in  the  penitentiary 
on  tne  j-hargo  of  murdering  Laurent. 

A man  named  Mayboe  k'lled  a man  named 
Rebcr  in  a disreputable  place  in  Jackson  in 
a moment  of  frenzy.  He  made  an  earnest 
plea  of  self-defense  and  his  lawyers  made 
the  hardest  possible  fight  to  secure  his  lib- 
erty. The  jury  sentenced  him  to  serve  s 
life  term  in  the  penitentiary. 

Mavboe  is  the  fourth  white  man  in  twelve 
months  to  get  a l'fe  term  for  homicide  in 
Mississippi. 

Wc  release  our  homicides  on  bond,  and 
if  we  arc  lucky  enough  to  get  them  to  trial 
at  all,  about  the  best  wc  can  do  :s  a hung 
jury. 

The  enuse  of  justice  seems  to  be  looking 
up  in  Mississippi.  Our  Arkansas  and  Ten- 
nessee prosecuting  attorneys  and  judges 
might  do  well  to  study  thp  methods  of  the 
Mississippi  courts. — Commercial- Appeal.

First  Work  of  Southern  Baptists 

After  th 


Civil  War,  'several 
United  States  citizens  removed  to 
Brazil,  and,  because  ofi  their 
common  interets  and  belfef,  or- 
ganized a church  at  Santa  Bar- 
bara. In  1873  this  company  of 
believers  sent  a request  ito  the 
Foreign  Mission  Board  of  the 
Southern  Baptist  Convention  to 
enter  South  America,  and  receive 
the  church  of  thirty  members  as 
an  indepentent  mission,  The 
proposition  was  accepted  in  1879, 
and  Rev.  E.  II.  Quillin,  became  the 
first  missionary,  making  no 
charge  whatevei  for  his  services 
In  1882,  Messrs,  Bagby  and  Tay- 
lor, who  with  their  wives  had 
previously  been  sent  from  Texas 
by  the  Foreign  Mission  |Board, 
decided  to  change  the  headquar- 
ters of  the  mission  from  Santa 
Barbara  to  Bahia,  believing  this 
to  be  a more  strategic  : point. 
Early  in  January,  work  h^re  was 
opened  although  tffe  opposition 
and  presecution  from  the  priests 
was  most  bitter  and  sometimes 
the  m’ssionaries  were  cruelly 
treated.  The  Lord  blessjed  the 
effort.  Bibles  and  tracts  wore  dis- 
tributed and  read  and  so  well 


Sunday  School  vljprjk,  tracts  and 
books,  arc  published.  The  work  is 
groat  and  growing  though  not 
yet  wholly  self  sustaining.
